“Inasmuch as you will be called 
upon next week to maintain peace ms 
Canton and to train the populace, 
wish to draw your attention to your 
responsibility in two respects. 

“Firstly, Canton Is tho largest 
metropolis In South China and is also 
the biggest objective of the enemy, 
who Is always bent upon menacing 
it, Although the Inhabitants have 
schieved oo suMcicnt degree of 
organisation, . yet they still lack 
training jn the matter of defence. 
Although our police force is quite 
didequate, yet the co-operation .of the 
whole city populace is absolutely 
essential because of the big populn- 
tion and slze of the place, I, there- 
fore, hope that you will go forth ta 
train the populace with the grentest 
confidence and revolutionary spirit. 

“Secondly, your belicf jn the Three 
People’s Principles and your desire 
to become reul followers of our late 
Leader must direct you to complete 
the revolution and to save our nation 
and people, Your object in coming 
here to study Is to better equip your- 
relves to serve the revolutionary 
cuuse and not for private odvance- 
ment. To organise and train the 
people for the purpose of “securing 
pence in the rear is the best revolu- 
tionary work to which you can de- 
vote yourselves. 

“When we learn of the gallantry 
of our soldiers at the front, we in-

Peace In The Rear 


“But let us remember that peace in 
the rear Js az important as Oghting 
at the front.

“The situation in Canton is not at 
all serlous. We can safely say that 
the Japanese land and naval forces 
can do nothing against this city.

Our 
better trnined pilots. and better 
equipped machines have _ so far 
brought down about 60 encmy planes 
jn the north. Canton is at the same 
time well-prepared for any alr at- 
fucks. ‘Therefore, our question here 
is-not how to defend ourselves 
against the attacks ef the enemy so 
much as how to nintain peace in 
the rear, The Jupancse have always 
employed tivo kinds of tactics against 
us. The first js to spread fear among 
our people so that they will have no 
courae to resist and the second js 
to sct Chinese agninst Chinese. The 
puncse have now found that these 
tuctics no longer work becnuse we 
now have nothing to fear‘and we are 
united whole-heartedly under the 
leadership of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kal-shek. If we had been timid the 
Kuomintang und the Chinese Re- 
public would not have come. into 
existence. With but 3,000 soldiers aot 
his command while in Canton 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal-shek was 
able to start the revolution and 
has achieved the present position for 
China. Under his leadership we are 
sure that we will score a final 
victory. -I carnestly hoperthat you 
will be able to.do for Canton whut 
has already been uccomplished for 
Nanking, where our people behave 
so admirably under the attacks of the 
enemy planes. I don't think you 
Will fail in your responsibility If you 
ko forth to your worl with a deter- 
mined revdluntionary splrit.’"—

” Satisfaction will be felt over 
the announcement . that the 
Imperial. Government will as- 
sume financial responsibility for 
the care of British people who 
have bee evacuated from 
Shanghai and other trouble cen- 
tres in China. Hongkong ap- 
proval of this step does’ not in 
any way reflect unwillingness on 
the part of this Colony to carry 
on with the work of mercy w hich 
it has taken in hand, As we 
have already had occasion to 
remark, Hongkong people are 
anxious to do everything in their 
power for those who have been 
driven from their homes in con- 
sequence of the dangers to which 
they have been exposed, dangers 
from - which this. Colony . has 
.thappily been spared. The actual 
working of the relief measures 
is a privilege which the whole 
community has shown, and is 
still showing, its readiness to 
bear. The financial aspect of 
the question, however, is an- 
other matter. Refugees who 
are able to pay are being charged 
in the circumstances, are 


fact must ‘not be lost sight of 
that even these people are being 
put to very heavy expense by 
having to maintain their homes 
in Shanghai as well as to pay 
for their accommodation here. 
So far as the more or less in- 
digent are concerned, the cost, if 
it fell on the Hongkong Govern- 
ment, might well be a heavy 
one.

Artificial State 
yy the political sense 
Slovakian is an up. 
pendix, It was appended, with- 
out any consultation of its in- 
habitants, to those 7,000,000 
Czechs who cleverly manoeuvred 
the Paris Peace Conference into 
creating an artificial independent 
State for them in the heart of 
Europe, although this. involved 
giving them control of nearly 
2,000,000 Slovaks, 3,600,000 
Austro-Germansg, 1,000,000 Hun- 
garians, and an assortment of 
Moravians, Poles, and Ruthen- 
ians. 

The endowment of the Caccho- 
Slovak Government (which, in 
fact, is merely the Czech Gov- 
ernment) with this set ‘of sub- 
ject nationaljties was carried out 
in deflance of geographical and 
economic factors. 

The Slovaks are aspagated 
from the Czechs by 2 mountain- 
barrier.

So presumably he knows, what 
he is writing -nbout when, in his 
tntest novel, “The Citadel,” he takes 
Harley Street os: the mise en seene 
for-his-story.--The picture he. draws 
us of the Harley Street and Wim- 
pole Street point of view Is both 
sensational and = disquieting. He 
agrees that there ere medical special- 
ints of high probity and great accom~ 
but his novel certainly 
conveys the impression that these 
are a small minority. : 

The majority of London's medical 
specinlists, according to hls revela~ 
tlons, are sheer professlonal pro- 
fteers and chariatans, who encourage 
general .practitioners to send them 
patients by allowing) them a hand~

often inclined to be more callous 
than: the medical practitionera with 
whom they are associated. This was 
particularly noticenble -during the 
War in our military hospltals.

But Dr. Cronin’s indictment does 
not stop short here. He alleges that 
all manner of quack hocuspocus 1s 
carried on by fully qualified medical 
practitioners, who realise that this; 
sort of thing impresses the average 
patient, and enables them to charge 
immeasumbly higher fees for treat~ 
ment which is svortbless, One In- 
stance Dr, Cronin cites Is that of a 
roeclalist who found. that injections 
of plain 120, otherwise tap water, 
were just as efficncious, so far as the 
patients’ reactlons were concerned 
and his own fees, as elaborate scien- 
tifle vaccine, 

Dr. Cronin’s novel hero finally de- 
cides “to chuck it.’ Says he— 
“There are too many jackals in this 
square mile of country. There's a 
lot of stood men, trying to do good 
work, practising honestly, fairly, but 
the rest of them are Just Jackals. 
It's the Jickuls who give all these 
unnecessary injections, whip out 
tonsils and appendices that aren't 
doing any harm, play ball amongst 
one ‘another with thelr patients, split 
fees, perform abortions, back up 
pseudo-scientifte remedies, chase thi 
guineas all the time.” 7 

This ‘Is, ft will be  ndmitted, a 
pretty sweeping and inflavy indict- 
ment and calculated to shake popu- 
lar belief In the very citadel of the 
modern Aecsculupius: That there fs 
much substance behind these allega- 
tions, especially as to allowing G.P.s 
ao rake-off for sending along their 
wealthier patients, common — know- 
ledre suggests. But it would, I am 
flrmly convinced, be.a profound mis- 
take to Imngine that the jackals 
constitute the mijorily of-the garrl- 
son in Dr. Cronin's medical citadel. 
T have had a fairly extensive ex- 
perience of West End specialists, 'f 
not personally at all events vicidrious- 
ly, and with some admittedly cgre- 
gious exceptions, IT have found them 
to be rensonably honest and often 
extremely capable fellows, many of 
them generously ready to temper the 
financlal wind to the shorn lamb. 

In -fact, in a tolerably long and 
varied experience of all sorts and 
conditions of professional people, the 
doctors stand out in my grateful 


of them all, If West End 
particularly the Tamous 
sursteons, charge big fees, they In- 
varinbly adjust those fees to the 
means of their patients, and regular- 
ly, in a great many cases, perform 
the same operations, with just as 
much care and devotion, for nothing 
at the big hospitals.

A colliery manager wos sent to 
prison for a month,-and fines totalling 
£405 were imposed on a colliery 
company and offcinis, at Barnsley 
recently, for breaches of the Coal 
Mines Act retating to ventilation, 


The Mitchell Main Colliery Com- 
pany was fined £200 for foiling 
to cnuse to be produced constantly 
ah adequate amount of ventliation 


in thelr mine, on various dates in: 


February and March. 


William Claytor, ‘colliery agent, 
was fined £105, and Spencer 
Hughes, manager of the. mine, 


£100, on summonses relating to}: 


ventilation, 


For falling to — provide an 
adequate amount of ventilation, 
thereby endangering the safety of 
persons In the mine, Hughes was 

‘sent to prison for a morith. 
Notice of appeal was given tn all 
cases, , 


Mr. A. S. Furniss, who prosecuted, 
said that the Parkgate scam of the 
Mitchell Main Colliery was “gassy,” 
and In the opinion of the Mines 
Department the system of ventilation 
wns totally bad, On five dates 
mines inspectors found an explosive 
mixture, and on one occasion 4 per 
cent. of gas was found in the return 
alrway.’ 


The Mines Department, sald Mr. 
Furniss, were of the opinion that the 
district had been worked with a 
totul disregard of any safely provi- 
sions with respect to ventilation. 
Considerable sections were simply 
“crawling” roads, about 4f1, square, 
totally Inadequate for supplying 
proper yentilation. . 

Mr. J. Halmshaw (defending) sub- 
mitted that the Colllery Company 
had talen every possible step to 
curry out the regulations by appoint- 
Ing competent officials, and had done 
everything they could to put right 
matters complained of by the inspec- 
tors. 


Sir Richard Redmayne, a former 
Chicf Inspéctor of Mines, said that 
he visited the colliery on July 6, and 
‘considered the ventltntion ‘adequate, 
though he thought [t could be im- 
proved.

Satisfaction will be felt over 
the (announcement that the 
Imperial Government will as- 
sume financial responsibility for 
the care of British’ people who 
been evacuated from 
Shanghai and other trouble cen- 
tres in China. Hongkong | up- 
proval of this step does not in 
any way reflect unwillingness on 
the part of this Colony to carry 
on with the work of mercy which 
it has taken in hand, As we 
have already had occasion to 
remark, Hongkong people are 
anxious to do everything in their 
power for those who have been 
driven from their homes in con- 
sequence of the dangers to which 
they have been exposed, dangers 
from which this Colony has 
happily been spared. The actual 
working of the relief measures 
is a privilege which the whole 
community has shown, and is 
still showing, its readiness to 
bear. The financial aspect of 
the question, however, is an- 
other matter. Refugees who 
are able to pay are being charged 
what, in the circumstances, are 
not unrensonable rates, but the 
fact must not be lost sight of 
that even these people are being 
put to very heavy expense by. 
having to maintain their homes 
in Shanghai as well as to. pay 
for their accommodation here. 
So far as the more or -less in- 
digent.are concerned, the cost, if 
it fell on the Hongkong Govern- 
ment, might well be a heavy 
one. In this connection, it must 
be kept in mind that Hongkong 
pays something like five million: 
dollars n year. towards the cost 
of maintaining the Garrison, the

REAT organisations 
can be put in danger 
by their most insig- 

nificant parts. Millions of 
otherwise healthy human 
beings have died through 
the infection of that obscure 
and superfluous little organ 
known as the appendix. 
Europe is suffering from an in- 
finmed appendix to-day. Its 
name is Slovakia. As in the 
case of the human appendix, 
most people in this country are 
vague with regard to its where- 
abouts, but it has similar possi- 


‘V bilities of causing grave trouble 


to the .whole European body 
politic. . 

How that trouble might affect 
us is very clearly stated ina 
pamphlet just issued in Geneva 
by the Slovak Council under the 
title “Should Great Britain go to 
War—for Czecho-Slovakia?” 

The existence of some foolish 
people in our midst who think 
she should was proved by the 
manifesto ofa group of ‘British 
M.P.s, issued last March, calling 
on the Government to pledge it- 
self to the support of that coun- 
try. ‘ : 

Artificial State 
yp the political sense 
Slovakia is an ap- 
pendix. It was appended, with- 
out any consullation of its in- 
habitants, to those 7,000,000 
Czechs who cleverly manoeuvred 
the Paris Peace Conference into’ 
creating an artificial independent 
State for them in the heart of 
Europe, although this involved 
giving them control of nearly 
2,000,000 Slovaks, 3,600,000 
Austro-Germans, 1,000,000 Hun- , 
garians, and an assortment of 
Moravians, Poles, and Ruthen- 
ians. : 

The endowment of the Czecho- 

Slovak Government (which, in 


This unnatural arrangement 
was enforced without any con- 
sultation .of Slovak wishes. It 
might have been thought that 
before 2,000,000 people were 
arbitrarily ‘transferred from onc 
State to another they would be 
allowed to, express their own 
mind in the matter. © 
“But M. Tardieu, the French 
statesman who was one of the 
political surgeons to whose ruth- 
less slicing and grafting this 
hybrid’ conglomeration of races 
owes its existence, frankly con- 
fexses in his book La Paix: “We 
had to choose .between the re- 
ferendum and the creation of 
Czecho-Slovakia.” : 

The -Czechs . claimed the 
Slovaks because of a_ certain 
kinship between the language of 
the two peoples. . Their racial 
affinity ts remote, for whereas 
the Czechs belong to the 
Northern family of Slavs, the 
Slovaks are a branch of the 
Slovenes or Southern Slavs. 

In any case the Czechs would 


be wise not to invoke_ethnogra-. 


phic principles, for they violently 
oppose the Nazi Government’s 
desire to .bring within its na- 
tional boundaries the 3,500,000 
people of German race living just 
outside them in Czecho-Slovak 
territory. . : 

The resentment of the Slovaks 
against Czech incorporation by 
administrative pressure and the 
deliberate Czechification of their 
language would be cnough to 
make this part of Europe a cen- 
tre of unrest and of consequent 
danger to international peace. 

But Slovakia, under Czech 
sovereignty, is being used in a 
way which creates even greater 
possibilities of international dis- 


turbance.

These 
sailors provided them with aspirins, 
with refreshing limejuice and with 
iced ten. They did everything they 
could to mnke these women and 
children cheery—arid all they did was 
with a gind heart, with open smiles 
and with-appropriate jokes. They 
played with the babies who from tears 
were now all smiling happily. 


Most astonishing of all was- that. 


these saflors actunlly fed the little 
bables with milk,. which they. them- 
selves provided. From a scene’ of 
gloom and sorrow, these worthy mem- 
bers of Britain's Royal Navy, turned 
thelr Iving quarters into secnes of 
almost happiness. ¢ . women be- 
enme.comforted when they saw their 
children so hnppy.
